Spraying new seedings of clover 
which will control w atercress is 
encouraged. W atercress is a bi­ 
ennial or perennial of the mus­ 
tard family th at can reduce the 
legum e crop next year. 
Clover is resistant to MCP and 
Im m ediate spraying if the grain 
stubbles have been clipped, or if 
a final cutting of hay has been 
made, is necessary. Alfalfa, and 
especially the old stands of alfal­ 
fa, are m ore susceptible to injury 
from MCP. 
Spraying alfalfa after a couple 
of killing frosts in late October 
and November is recommended. 
The rate of spray is one pint of 
MCP in not over 7 gallons of water 
per acre.
